Remember 
the govemlnent's potato fiasco of 
a few years ago? 

Or we might plow under every 
third row (A cotton and kill Iittl3 
pigs. Remember the mid-1930's? 

Actually, we would not even con- 
sider such wasteful practices. 

We are attempting to move 
surplus food and fiber into foreign 
markets. World prices, however, 
are well below the figures at which 
we acquired these commodities 
under our price support opera- 
tions. This means that we will 
be forced to take substantial losses 
on whatever we sell abroad. 

At the same time, we must avoid 
outright dumping, which would 
disrupt normal trade channels 
and bring down upon us the 
wrath of other friendly countries. 

There are these other alterna- 
tives: We can make a real effort 
to move surpluses out of ware- 
houses and into stomachs by pro- 



moting greater public coastanptiOB 
<tf some commodities. We can puMI 
forward in our research programa 
to uneover new uses f o& farm 
goods. We can throw our entire 
weight behind plans fmr expand- 
ing present foreign markets and 
finding new outlets overseas. 

Such methods, while they wiO 
not iNTOduce results as quidily 
as dumi^ng or destrosring food, 
offer a far sounder approach to 
our basic problems. 

Along those Unes. I %va, report 
that our promotional campa^. 
undertaken with the meat indus- 
try and food stores, is producing 
real results. We are consuming 
beef this year at the rate of 
75 pounds par person, the highest 
in our history. 

Farm exports have turned up- 
ward since July 1, reflecting our 
emphasis upon expanding trade. 
Continued high employment at 
home, with national income at 
record levels, means a strong dem- 
and for farm goods in the United 
States. • 

Our population is growing at a 
rate of mire than 2,000^000 per 
year, which means that by 1975 
there will be 200,000,000 Ameri- 
cans. Our future farm problems 
may involve questions of short- 
ages, rather than surpluses. 

We cannot wait for an expand- 
ing population to solve our im- 
mediate troubles, however. We 
need an intfrim program to en- 
courage shifts to other crops. We 
musi nait further build-ups of 
government stockpiles now. 

Our urgent n38d is for a price 
support program which can be ad- 
Justed in terms of production and 
demand. One which will effective- 
ly reduce surp^ses, with a mini- 
mum of government controls. 

That is our immediate goal. 
Such a prog, am will be offered to 
Congress by this Administration 
In January.

Fresh-water fishermen will ap- 
preciate the Commission's action 
In removing the closed season om, 
bass in all the public Impound- ' 
ments of tthe State and in all 
public streams east of the Blue 
Ridge except those which are 
stocked with trout. Decision to 
abolish the closed season came 
after very careful study ^y fish 
biologists throughout the coun- 
try. 

When it was found that the 
comparatively few bass which will 
be caught off their spawning beds 
season will have no harmful effect 
upon oncoming bass populations, 
tliere was no use in restricting the 
anglers during one of the most 
pleasant fishing periods of the 
year. Hither to there has been a 
closed season on bass in Eastern 
Virginia from March 15 to June 1. 
The biologists go still further 
in declaring that the breeding 
potential of bass is so great thati 
the species will be benefited if a ' 
lesser number of small bass survive 
to complete with others of their 
kind for existing food. Positive 
benefits have been shown in many 
of the States which have allowed 
year-round bass fishing for a 
number of years. 

Virginia and Arkansas are the 
only two Southern States which 
have kept a closed season on 
bass, and many of the Central and 
Northern States have done away 
with the closed season with satis- 
factory results. 

Weather has been kind to wild- 
life in the past several years, but 
there is never any telling whenj 
a severe Winter will strike, with \ 
excessive cold and deep snows j 
covering the ground for long per- ' 
iods. If there are blizzards, wild- j 
Ijte will suffer greatly. But the

A general pay increase, to meet 
the iplraling costs of living,, was 
iuthorised for state employees in 
1951 with individual increases up 
to 9200, and throughout his term 
he worked with his division of 
personnel to reclassify and realign 
positions as equitably as possible 
to give public workers an "even 
break" in the continuing battle 
with living costs. 

Administrative practices were 
.improved. He called on Dr. Wel- 
don Cooper of the University of 
Virginia's Bureau of Public Ad- 
ministration, to make k number 
of efficiency studies, chief of 
which was in the operation of 
state instituatlonal farms. The 
result was a coordinated fram pro- 
gram with expanded production, 
free.

I hearts of foreign rulers and there- 
fore it is our duty to maintaii'i 
spiritual, economic and military 
strength to resist outside aggres- 
sion. 

The President's concluding re- 
ference to "the road ahead" for 
America suggested that he had in 
mind one' of my favorite Quota- 
tions from Woodrow Wilson who 
said that our civilization cannot 
survive materially unless it be re- 
deemed spiritually and that only 
if it becomes permeated with the 
spirit of Christ can the shadows 
be lifted from the rpad ahead. 

There were a few things in the 
President's message with which I 
disagree, including his recommend- 
ations for construction of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway and granting pf 
immediate statehood to Hawaii. 

There were quite a number of 
points on which I agree, so far 
as he has revetded his proposals. 
These include continuation of our 
program of international coopera- 
tion through the North Atlantic 
Treaty and the United Naions, 
miliary assistance to dependable 
allies and creation of a freer 
system of weapons calls for heavy 
emphasis on air power in our de- 
fense plans and that our policy 
should be to negotiate with other 
nations from a position of streng- 
th. In the fiscal field, I agree as 
to the deslrablity of continuing 
to reduce the level of spending, 
keeping new appropriation re- 
quests below estimated revenues 
and having additional tax reduc- 
tions follow rather than precede 
budget savings. I am not con- 
vinced that the President Is right 

I in saying that there must be an 
increase in the public debt limit 
at this time. I agree that our 
fai-m program should be aimed at 
building markets, protecting the 
consumers' food supply and mov- 
ing food into consumption Instead 
of storage and that we must grad- 
ually let market prices exert great- 
er influence on production in- 
stead of allowing more rigid fed- 
eral controls to regiment pro- 
duction.

First of its kind in Virginia, 
the state seed meeting is being 
sponsored by six different groups 
primarily interested in the pro- 
duction and distribution of seed. 

Dr. H. L. Dunton, head of VWs 
agronomy department, said the 
jneeting will feature up-to-date in- 
formation from foremost authori- 
ties which will help improve Vir- 
ginia's over-,all good seed program. 
Re said wider and more efficient 
use of good seed could put millions 
of dollars in the farmers' pockets. 

For instance, he computes that 
If all farmers used good seed of 
adapted corn hybrids, the average 
state yield would be increased 3 to 
4 bushels per acre, adding to in- 
come $6,000,000 more annually.

An upturn in market activity 
for fai-ms expected this year 
by experienced farm brokers, the 
National Association of Real Est- 
ate Boards said today in comment- 
ing on its 56th semi-annual survey 
of the real estate market. 

A slowed movement in farm 
tranactlons. along with softening 
of fann prices in some areas, dur- 
ing the last six months is seen 
by NAREB as the harvest of a 
•'wait and see" attitude on the 
part of farm buyers following 
a, change of administration in 
Washington. 

Offerings of good farms are in- 
short supply, and buyers seeking 
top quality land are reported as 
unwilling to pay former prices. 

About half of the real estate 
boards in the "239 communities m 
44 states reporting in the survey. 
forecast stable prices for farms 
during the next six months, bui. 
half look for some further soft- 
ening. Less than 2 per cent of the 
boards predicted rising pries. 

Prices of full-time farms aro 
listed as lower than six months 
ago by more than half of the 
estate boards. The rate of trans- 
fers is slower than six months 
ago, according to 59 per cent of 
the boards, but 36 per cent listed 
it as the same. It is higher in 
5 per cent of the communities. 

City dwellers desiring a small 
part-time farm near urban areas 
will find prices during the next six 
months at the current level, ac- 
cording to predictions from 35 
per cent of the reporting areas. 
Lower price tags is the outlook 
in 39 per cent of the regions, 
however, and 6 per cent look for 
higher prices. 

Current price;s for small plots 
for part-time farms are the same 
as they were six months ago in 
per cent of the communities, but 
37 per cent noted some lowering. 
Only 9 per cent reported higher 
figures. 

The picture for market volume 
of part-time farms reflected some- 
what the same pattern, with 54 
per cent of the areas listing the 
rate of transfer as the same as 
six months earlier, while one-third 
reported a lower sales volume. An 
upturn In sales was noted by 12 
per cent of the real estate boards. 

Norfolk Ford 
Assembly Plant

Passenger car and truck pro- 
duction at the Norfolk a.ssembly 
plant of Pord Division last year 
set an all-time record, almost 
louble that of 1952, Plant Man- 
ager O. L. Lemoine, announced 
today.

Total production in 1953 was 
96.116 vehicles, which broke the 
previous record established In 
1950. Last year's output included

cent more than were built in 1950 
— and 18,213 trucks — 5.6& per- 
cent more than in 1950.

Plain materials are gaining in 
popularity, and they have much 
to recommend them: Some are 
so interesting in texture and weave 
that they give a feeling of pat- 
tern.

A — An eligible veterain's maxi- 
mum period of entitlements is 
computed on the basis of one 
and one-half days for each day 
.spent in service on and after 
June 27, 1950, and prior to the 
end of the present emergency 
period. 

Q — What is the top amount of 
training a veteran may receive? 

A — The maximum is 36 months 
of training. 

Q — How much Korean GI Bill 
training Is allowed to a veteran 
who previously had trained un- 
der the World War U OI Bill 
or Public Laws 16 or 894 for 
the disabled? 

A — Such a veteran must subtract 
the period of training he already 
had from 48 months. His en'>- 
tltlement under the Korean OI 
BUI may not exceed this dlf- 
Icrence. Also, It must come wlftii- 
in the 36-month limit and may 
not exceed his entitlement based 
on his service.

the salt they want digest their 
feed better, eat more of it, and 
gain faster at lower costs than 
aiUmals sUghted on salt. j 

The best way to feea salt is in 
a box as loose granular salt pro- 
tected from the weather. The 
animals will get enough salt this 
way and won't have to work get- 
ting it from a block. 

Mast says there is no harm in 
using block salt. In fact, some 
farmers say that if you stake block 
salt around at several different 
points in the field, so that a cow 
Is never more than five minutes 
from it, bloat may be less of a 
problem. However, block salt won't 
fill the bill completely. Always 
use loose salt, too. 

A complete cattle mineral should 
be fed in the same manner as 
loose 'Salt. Mast suggests a box 
with a partition, with loose salt 
1 in one side and cattle mineral in 
the other. Plans for portable salt 
boxes which can be moved from 
pasture to pasture are available 
frcmi County Agents and from the 
Agricultural Extension Service at 
VFl, 

Mast says research has shown 
that the consumption of mlherals 
goes up in the fall when forage 
dries up. hits its highest peak in 
the winter months, and then "koes 
down in the spring and summer.

once during the period from Nov- 
ember through January in eastern 
Virginia. Heavy broadcast appiiea- 
tlons of fertilizer after spraying 
should be avoided. 

Also reported in the January is- 
sue of the News is the development 
of a simplified unit for soil fumi- ' 
gation by R. S. MuUin and E. J. 
Hunsinger. This unit is easily 
mounted on the rear of a tractor. 
It was designed to treat soil with 
chemical found effective in the 
nematodes. These extremely small 
worm- like organisms live in the 
soil and attach themselves to the 
roots of many plants, causing 
swellings that interfere with thfe 
absorption df water and plant food. 
The condition Is often mistakenly 
called a disease and referred to as 
rootknot. Soil fumigation has been 
found effective in the control of 
nematodes and, while the cost per 
acre is a bit high, may be practi- 
cal with high income crops. 

Wireworm control on white 
potatoes is discussed by D. E. 
Greenwood and R. N. Hofmaster. 
There «tt^ two chemicals now 
available for this purpose, each 
equally effective. For effective 
control of wireworm, the chemi- 
cals must be applied broadcast 
and Wbrked into the top four or 
five inches of .soil. The use of 
fertilizer-insecticide mixtures for 
the control of wireworms in white 
potaton is not immediately practi- 
cal in Virginia because of the long 
established cultural practice of ap- 
plying fertlllaer in bands. 

For the home gardener, an arti- 
cle by M. M. Parker describes an 
intensive production method in 
tomatoes that yields over sixty 
pounds <tf fruit per plant and 
gives a harvest period from June 
32 to Nevember 2b.

CtKkst Ouardsmen in the Fifth 
Coast Guard District, which 
stretches from the Delaware bord- 
er to South Carolina, handled 168 
more distress and assistance cases 
during the past year than they 
did in 1952. according to the year- 
end tabulation issued today by the 
district's Rescue Coordination 
Center in the Norfolk Post Ctffice 
building. 

And last July turned up in 
the Coast Guard's books as the 
all-time record month in the num- 
l>er of cases with 171. 

Total assistance cases ran to 
1,240 for the past year, while 1952's 
top was 1,072. 

Coast Guard offcials said that 
the cases listed by the Rescue Co- 
ordination Center are only those 
in which Coast Guard units have 
actually proceeded to assist, re- 
sulting in many on-the-spot re- 
cues of persons in immediate 
danger and the saving of millions 
of dollars-worth of property. 

'At the top of the Coast Guard's 
breakdown of cases stood vessel 
disablings. The service assisted 
450 craft ranging from fishing 
boats to freighters and tankers 
that were adrift, ou of fuel, or 
disabled because of heavy seas, 
engine trouble, dead batteries tir 
broken rudders. 

Vessels that ran around num- 
bered 158 and took second place 
on the Coast Guard's list. 

A hundred ahd six "medicos" 
were handled duritig the year by 
the Coast GUard. Some of them 
involved the passing of medical 
advice from the U. S. Public 
Health Service to vessels at sea 
with sick or injured persons a- 
board via the Coast Guard radio 
station at Oceana, Va., while in 
many other "medico" cases Coast 
Guard craft removed sick or in- 
jured persons from ships off shores. 

Total drownings for the year 
in which the Coast Guard, was 
directly involved by rescue at- 
tempts or searches for bodies, 
came to 77. May having the high- 
est monthly number with 12. 

Summer months, with their 
pleasure boatmen and bathers, 
were the busiest of the y^ar for 
the Coast Guard, all having well 
over 100 cases apiece whereas last 



February had a few as 50. 

Fires, sinkings, plane crashes, 
collisions, missing and overdue 
boats and planes, maroonings and 
false alarms provided the Coast 
Quard with some 330 additional 
cases during the year.

J'ublisher Dunn tried, in an under-handed way, to suggest 
that Judge Kellam tries cases in which some member of his 
btitiily appears as counsel. He well knows that this is not true. 
!A reading of the Order Books in the Clerk's Office of this 
!CtnUity will show that he has requested the Supreme Court of 
Appeals to designate another Judge to sit for him in such ca'ses. 
He refers to certain chancery orders entered by the Court, in 
which members of the Judge's family were counsel, but he is 
not fair enough to state there was no contest of any kind in any 
trf the matters, and that they were always upon the request of 
all counsel in the case. He refers to certain chancery cases, in 
Hvhich one of the Judge's brothers was a Commissioner in Chan-

LABOR AND FARM LAW 
CHANGES PROPOSED 

Because of the speed with which 
President Eisenhower has been 
sending special messages to the 
Congress, supplementing his gen- 
eral "State of the Union" address. 
has been impossible to give any 
one of them detailed study. On 
Monday of last week we received 
messages on labor and farm legis- 
lation; Thursday there was a 
meange on social security and 
this week started off with the 
lengthy and vital budget mess- 
age, containing the President's 
recommendations for spending 
during the fiscal year which starts 
next July. Most members of Con- 
gress are reserving opinions on 
a majority of the President's re- 
commendations until the Com- 
mittees to which they have been 
referred have had time to study 
them and to hear witnesses, but 
the situation* this year, with Com- 
mltees going to work at once on 
important legislation, is in happy 
contrast with last year when we 
marked time for several months 
because the majority leadership 
was waiting for recommendations 
from the Executive Department. 

A3 was to be expected, the Pre- 
sident's proposals for amendment 
of the Taft-Hartley Act did not 
please either those labor leaders 
who have insisted it is a "slave 
labor" law which ought to be 
repealed or the business leaders 
who have argued that it needs 
strengthening to preserve a rea- 
sonable balance of power between 
labor and management. It is ob- 
vious that there must he lengthy 
hearings and much debate before 
any significant changes in this 
law can l>e made. Labor Is parti- 
cularly dubious about the pro- 
posal for the Government to con- 
duct secret votes to deteimine 
whether strikers want to remain 
on strike and management is 
doubtful about the effect of pro- 
posals to relax restrictions on 
secondary boycotts. One feature 
of the message which, at first 
glance, appealed to me was the 
suggestion that neither party to a 
valid contract shall be required 
to negotiate during the term of 
that contract unless he conract 
so provides or the parties mutual- 
ly consent. Labor and manage- 
ment both have a right to as- 
sume that when they have agreed 
to a contract they can relax and 



devote themselves to business un- 
til its term has run. I also agree, 
in principle at least, with the Pre- 
sident's suggestion that the law 
should make clear that it does not 
invade States' rights by prevent- 
ing States from dealing with em- 
ergencies endangering health or 
safety within their borders. 

The Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee acted promptly on the 
President's recommendations for 
farm legislation by starting hear- 
ings this week with Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson as the first 
witness called. But here again, 
the road to agreement on specific 
changes in existing laws appeared 
to be a rocky one, with members 
of the President's own party im- 
mediately indicating their lack of 
agreement either with him or with 
each other. When I addressed 
several farm groups in Virginia 
last Fall I pointed out that in 
spite of all that has been done 
to allow farmers to obtain so- 
called "parity" .prices, their in- 
come level never has been as high 
jas the average for the nation as 
' a whole. Last year, for example, 
the 20 percent of our population 
which is directly dependent on 
agriculture, received only 6.3 per- 
cent of the total national income. 
Since the individual farmer has 
less controls over the prices he 
receives than producers of most 
commodities, and the production 
of food and fibre is so essential 
to the national health and security, 
' it is a proper function of the Gov- 
ernment to help stabilize farm 
• prices - a type of help rendered 
j industry by the Government 
I through tariff laws for the past 
1 125 years. The toughest problem, 
of course, is to balance produc- 
tion among crops and to dispose 
of the surpluses which, as I pre- 
dicated last Fall, are reaching the 
point where the President must 
ask for more money for the^ Com— 
modity Credit Corporation to 
handle them under existing law. 
I have frequently suggested that 
we need to find a way to get our 
surpluses to tliat large proportion 
of the world's population which 
goes to bed hungry every night and 
I was pleased, therefore, by the 
President's promise to' ask for ade- 
quate funds to strengthen the 
work of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment in devel(H>ing markets at 
home and abroad and for legis- 
lation to reduce tariff barriers.

These few odd requests are by 
far overshadowed by the scores 
of requests the Chamber receives 
daily from persons all over the 
world just wanting a booklet or 
information or suggestions about 
Virginia.

When cords are not in use, keep 
them in a clean, dry, cool place.

Keep cords free from kinks, 
knots or sharp bends which can 
break fine wires or insulated 
covering. Cords may hand over 
large, round wooden pegs, or over 
two or more hooks, or they may 
be coiled loosely on a shelf or in 
a drawer. 

CLEANING TIPS 

Protect new or cleaned Venetian 
blinds with liquid or paste wax. 
Dust blinds frequently with vacu- 
um cleaner attachment, three 
fingered bristle brush or a lamb's 
wool brush: Wear a pair of light 
canvas gloves and slide the gloved 
fingers along several slats at a 
time. 

To remove water spots an furni- 
ture or floors, moisten a cloth, add 
ammonia and rub. Polish with oil. 
On waxed surfaces use turpentine 
instead of ammonia. Cover spot 
with salt. Pour on as much olive 
oil as salt. will take up. Leave on 
over night. Remove and rub with 
olive oil. 

To remove heat strains, if not 
too deep, rub with hot hilk. Rub 
with Lemon, linseed oil or furni- 
ture polish. Cover with moistened 
baking soda and let stand a minu- 
te or two.

Addi- 
tional requests for funds for re- 
search in heart surgery, diagnosis 
and for laboratory equipment have 
oeen received, but money is not 
available to OKet these needs." 

"The Virginia Heart Associa- 
tion," according to Dr. Mullendore, 
"Is now planning with other 
groups, an extemive pr(«ram 
which will issist home-bound 
cardiac workers to become self- 
sufficient." 

"Financial assistance is now be- 
ing given to four diagnostic heart 
clinics for the indigent," Dr. 
Mullendore said, "and other such 
clinics are being promoted with 
the cooperation of local medical 
groilps." 

Othar activities now being con- 
ducted by Virginia Heart and its 
affiliates Include educational pro- 
grams for professional workers and 
the general public; work simpli-

ENCOURAGING ASPECTS 
or BUDOE'r MESSAGE 

Obviously it Is impossible with- 
in the space of this column to 
analyze a document as compli- 
cated as the budget message 
which the President sulnnitted 
to the Congress last week. What 
follows, therefore, Is first Impres- 
sed me which I shall want to dis- 
cuss more fully at later dates. 

The most encouraging feature 
of the budget is the continuing re- 
duction of the gap between what 
the Federal Government collects 
and what it spends. In the fiscal 
year which ended last June spend- 
ing exceeded receipts by nearly 
9.4 billion dollars. This year the 
deficit Is estimated at 3.8 billion 
dollars and if the President's re- 
■commendations for the year start- 
ing next July are carried out he 
estimates the deficit will be re- 
duced in that year 2.9 billion' dol- 
lars This estimate assumes that 
tax reductions which were made 
at the beginning of this year, and 
Sonne further tax revisions which 
are recommended, will reduce col- 
lections by around 5 billion dollars. 
So, without the tax cuts, we 
would Have had a surplus. The 
President also pointed out that on 
a cash basis the government will 
receive more than it spends next 
year. The deficit figures in the bud- 
get because several fillion dol- 
lars collected will be credited to 
trust funds such as those for old 
age and unemployment insurance. 

A better indication of the im- 
provement of our financial situa- 
tion since the peak of Korean 
War spending is the fact that new 
•spending authority which the 
President asks for the next fiscal 
year is 25 billion dollars less than 
the high figure of 1952 (a redu- 
tion of 38 percent) and actual 
expenditures for next year are 
estimated at 8.4 billion dollars 
less than the high spending mark 
reached in 1953 (a drop of 11 per- 
cent). 

As the President pointed out, a 
major portion of the spending re- 



duction is in national seciu-ity 
programs for which he recom- 
mended 3.8 billion dollars less 
than was allowed this year and 
5.4 billion dollars less than was 
spent last year, and the big ques- 
tion is: Are we taking a danger- 
ous, even though "calculated" risk 
jn cutting oi^r defense spending 
now, as we did in 1949 when we 
"guessed" that the Communists 
would not make the kind of move 
they subsequently made in Klorea? 
The President gave reassurance on 
this point by saying his program 
calls for the largest expenditures 
ever made for atomic energy 
development, military aid to our 
allies and our continental defense 
and the largest expenditures of 
any year since World War II for 
air power. I shall want more in- 
formation before committing 
myself to this program, however, 
because of my deep concern over 
the international situation, espe- 
cially as it is developing in Indo- 
china and other potential trouble- 
spots. 

In Government activities other 
than defense programs, the Presi- 
dent recommended the expenditure 
of 2.2 billion dollars below what 
was spent last year and 15 be- 
low the latest estimates for this 
year, which means a reduction 
over the two years of around 5 
percent. The recommended pro- 
gram contains, however, the larg- 
est allowances ever made for some 
domestic items and includes ex- 
penditures of more than a billion 
dollars for activities to be author- 
ized by new legislation. This obvi- 
ously means that much deeper 
j cuts be made in some other ex- 
I isting programs and our Approp- 
. nations Committee will have a 
heavy responsibility in seeing that 
a-proper balance is preserved which 
v,ill not wreck established pro- 
I grams tiiat are now essential. 

! I heartily agree, however, "with 
j the suggestion in the budget mes- 
sage that necessity rather than 
I mere desirability must be the test 
I for our spending.

knew it would, because we have 
always had faith that Sidney Kel- 
laii^ would not knowingly do that 
Which is wrong.

New stock was then 
issued, giving each of the six an 
equal proportionate share in Beach 
Taxi Services. Inc. The names of 
the shareholders were then listed 
in the books of account and divi- 
dend imsrments made directly to 
each of tliem. 

Holt operated an automobile 
garaging business at Virghiia 
Beach and in his office were kept 
his books as wen as those of 
Beach Taxi. There was a common 
IXMkkeeper. Federal tax returns 
for the corporation for each year 
were seasonably filed. They were 
signed by Gresham as president 
and by the defendant accountant 
I as the one who had prepared them. 
I The United States says that the 
[corporation returns were false 
and fraudulent, in the same pat- 
tern for each year except for the 
car sales in 1947: (1) by including 
therein operating expenses paid 
in the preceding year, (2> in de- 
ducting "Travel expense not prov- 
ed", (3) in distributing profits 
but charging them as operating 
expense, and (4) excessive de- 
preciation claims. The evidence 
tended to treat Hatchett, Hudgins 
and Kellam together, perhaps be- 
cause they were non-operators and 
resided elsewhere, and Holt and 
Gresham together, possibly for 
their presence at the business of- 
fice. 
Hatchett, Hudgins and Kellam. 
The evasion indictment charges, 
as it must under the statute, that 
each of these three "wilfully and 
knowingly" attempted to defeat 
the corporation's taxes "by filing 
and causing to be filed x x x a 
false and fraudulent return" for 
the corporation In each of the 
years 1944, 1945, 1946, 1947. The 
proof for the United States af- 
firmatively shows that neither | 
Hatchett, nor Hudgins, nor Kellam 
during those years had any part 
in keeping or making, or saw, or 
directly or indirectly knew the 
contents of, any Ijook of account 
or any tax return of l^e corpora- 
tion. Thus the evasion indictment 
as to them falls of its own weight 

But at this strategic moment 
Kellam was managing the State 
Democratic Campaign for Gov- 
ernor. Those who brought the ac- 
tion realized that if they followed 
normal procedure, these cases 
would be brought before the Fed- 
eral Grand Jury at Norfolk short- 
ly after the election. That would 
not accomplish their purpose. The 
cases were strangely transferred 
to the Federal District Court at 
Richmond, where they were pre- 
sented at once to a Grand Jury. It 
must be remembered that the pro- 
cedure in this case was most un- 
' usual and, as far as we can deter- 
mine, was unprecedented, because 
neither the Treasury Department 
Iter the Justice Department had 
referred the cases to the District 
Attorney. The motive was obvious- 
jly to get indictments, if possible, 
I just at the time when the Demo- 
.cratic-Republican Gutiernatorial 
I Campaign was at its high pitch, 
so the resulting publicity would 
be detrimental to the Democratic 
cause. 

i The Federal District Judge's de- 
I cision has written the end to the 
political movement, and also ends 
the unjust «nl>arrassment to 
which Kellam and his family have 
been subjected. 

Now, his friends here and every- 
where, wish him a happy and 
successful future.

The ev^ience is thaft there was 
c(wc«rt of actl(m kw them for the 
formation of a eorpaati(». but 
that was ss/t an unlawful i^ir- 
pose. thmwh it had 'duan^r" 
inemrporators, directors and offl- 
eers. They cooperated to carry on 
a taxi buslneis or buitaieases, and 
Chat was not unlawful.

This 
was a combination but it was not 
in the d^btest degree criaainal. 
However unuaoa). fbe channeling 
of divldeiMlB through a tingle 
stoekhfrtder did not fateify cor- 
p(Hration Ineooae (me peni^ and 
the receiirt of dividends in cash 
was not wrengfid. Hone of the 
concerted or comUned activities 
purposed or eonteaq^ted. so far 
•s either the direct or ctarenmst-. 
•atial evidenee shows, evasion or 
defeat at taxes. Inference from 
their ccmduct or from any other 
fact in the case wholly fails to 
prove it was ever within the scope 
of the objects of their joint irians 
or projects: If tax evasion or de- 
feat did (Kscur aa a result of fun- 
elling the dividends through Ores- 
ham, the proof has never indicat- 
ed it as Intenticm of any at the 
five stcwkholders. 

Acceptence of the dividends does 
not prove connivance or collusion 
in the false entries, if any there 
were, in the books or in the re- 
turns, for the alleges entries were 
made long after the receipt of 
such payments by Hatohett, Hud- 
gins or KeHam and without their 
knowledge, actual or constructive. 

But if the withholding of Identi- 
ty and the adopiion of a single 
dividend-payee evienced con- 
spiracy, the Gpvernment's proof 
is that these actions were dis- 
continued in 1946. Thereafter no 
such methods were used. Con- 
sequently, the 1947 returns filed 
in 1948 and the only alleged overt 
act up<m which the conspiracy' 
can be prosecuted, could not pos- 
sibly have been made pursuant to 
that conspiracy. 

Evidence was offered to prove 
that there was a conspiracy, how- 
ever, specifically in respect to the 
1947 return. It shows that on the 
accounts and on the tax return 
for 1947 the sales of the corpora- 
tion's used cabs were not entered 
correctly. The testimony of the 
Internal Revenue Agent is that 
Gresham told him that in 1947 
the defendant Holt relayed to 
him a purported suggestion of the 
accountant that the sale price of 
the cabs be recorded on the books 
"in an amount less than actually 
received and that the balance be 
reported as ordinary Income from 
the taxi operations", that Gres- 
ham further told him that he fol- 
low:!d that practice; that Gresham 
said also that in early 1947 he 
discovered jin Indebtedness of 
$30ao appeared on the books as 
owing from him to the corpora- 
tion, the validity of which he 
denied; that accordingly, Gres- 
ham stated, he informed the other 
stockholders of his denial and that 
he was "going to use the unre- 
corded part of the sales prices 
of the cars to pay back the 
money"; and that, Gresham said, 
after he told them, "1 do not re- 
call that any one had objec- 
tions." 

Entries were made on the 
books in this way, with the result 
that the indebtedness of Gres- 
ham was written off. These en- 
tries were reflected in the 1947 
return. Thereby the corporation 
income was manifestly under- 
stated, in the sum of $2030.25 to 
be exact. In this manner the cor- 
poration saved taxes of approxi- 
mately $480, or $80 per stock- 
holder. 

The question now is whether' 
these facts prove a conspiracy, 
involving Hatehett, Hudgins, and 
Kellam, i^o as to make the acts of 
Gresham their act. His plan and 
his acts to accomplish it advanced 
the interest of no one except him- 
self. In actuality it was the ap- 
plication by one stockholder of 
corporate assets — in effect the 
pn^rty of all— to the i»yment 
of that stockholder's debt. The 
very statement of it reveals an 
entire lack of a community of 
purpose. If admissible against 
them Gresham's statement to the 
Agent at most proves notiCe* to 
the other stockholders of Gres- 
ham's intentions. Never did they 
have knowledge he had consum- 
mated his intendment. But If they 
dld( knowledge without more, 
though it approach acquiescence, 
does not establish the grave felony 
here charged. This is so, took in 
regard to any .possible inference 
that they Iwd knowledge of the 
invalidity of the debt.

Consequently HoK cannot be fur- 
ther held under the con^iracy 
indictment. 

On both Indlctm'" : :. is 
sufficient eyidenv. ,^ ..ake the 
case to the jiury against Gresham 
—on the item of the automobile 
sates reported in fhe 1M7 re- 
turn. Under the substantive in- 
dictment the issue for the jury 
will be whether the evidence proves 
beyond a reasonable doubt both 
(1) that the return in that item 
was false to the knowledge of Ores- 
ham, and (2) that he 
intended to evade or defeat 
owing by the corporation filt 
47. Under the conspiracy 
ment the issue will be whether 
the evidence proves bey(md a 
reasonable doubt that Gresham 
conspired, with the accountant, 
to file a false and fraudulent re- 
turn, in respect to the automobile 
sales, in order to defeat or evade 
such taxes. 

The other items "disallowed" by 
the Agent for 1947 are "Payments 
made in 1948, claimed in 1947" 
and "Excessiv^ depreciation 
claimed." Th^se raaf be rightly 
•'disallowed" for civil liability biit 
the evidence is not sufficient to 
show criminality on the part of 
anyone as to the "back-dated" 
payments. No possible triminal 
complexion can be given the "Ex- 
cessive depreciation," for it was 
fully and frankly set forth in the 
returns. 

Judgement of acquittal of both 
indictments will be granted W. 
Russell Hatchett, Herbert A. Holt, 
Jr., William P. Hudgins, and Sid- 
ney S. Kellam, and the trial will 
continue as to Frank L. Gresham 
solely on the automobile sales re- 
porte In the 1947 return. Nothing 
in this memorandum is intended 
as expressing any opinion or in- 
timation of ^the guilt or innocence 
of the defendant Gresham.

is cash on hand and $923,000 
government bonds. Encum- 
brances totaled $2,537,000. 

During the fiscal year the coun- 
ty i-eceived $2,052,799 total reve- 
nue.

Mrs. Robert Pollack was schedu- 
led to become Virginia^ March of 
Dimes 'mother" of 1954. But she 
fooled the doctors, snubbed the 
I timre-talrie — and everyone's plea- 
sed. 

< "I'm thrilled— and I've never 
seen my husband so excited," the 
22-year-old Diqnitanta woman 
said fr<MB her hospital bed a few 
days ago. Her checks were pink, 
her eyes danced with excitement. 
Yet only a few weeks earlier she 
had spent her time staring at the 
cirling and wondering if it would- 
n't be better it she were dead. 

Mrs. Pollack's case was the 
first of its kind in Medical Col- 
lege of Virginia, and probably in 
any Richmond hospital, doctors 
reported. Behind the story are the 
facts of the Pollack family, on 
their farm near Disputanta. The 
couple already had a daughter, 
1 15-month-old, Brenda Marie, and 
I had just finished building a new 
I house. Another baby was on the 
I way. 

Then it happened. 

Early in October, Mrs. Pollack 
was stricken with poUo and was 
ruslvftd to MCV. 

At first she couldn't breathe at 
all outside her respirator. "When 
someone saia polio to me, I used 
to think of braces," she recounted. 
"I ne^r dreamed some day I'd 
feel lucky just to be able to take 
one more breath." . 

As her strength began to flow 
back, she was weaned away from 
the "breather" but the process was 
painfully slow. Thirty seconds was 
all she could stand for days. Then 
a minute. . . .five minutes. . . an 
hour. . . 

But what about the baby, still 
unborn? He'd be a boy, named 
John Robert, the Pollacks had 
long since decided. Mrs. Pollack's 
outlook was dark. 

':At first I didn't even think 
about the baby," she said. "I didn't 
see «(hy it should happen to me 
— why I should have to breathe 
for two when I couldn't even 
breathe for myself. If someone had 
told me before that I'd be lying 
there, unable to move, waiting for 
the next breath, and the naat, I'd 
have wanted to die. 

"But as time went by, I tried to 
think it out. I had a home, a 
wonderful husband and a child 
Now there was to be another 
child. I was lucky ! 

"I think the whole story of 
polio Is hope and Ood's will. Fy>r 
suddenly I knew I had to live 
for tny baby." 

The problem could not be solv- 
ed so easily, however. It's not at 
all unusual for a polio patient to 
have a child, physicians recalled. 
But Dr. Lee E. Sutton, Jr., Mrs. 
Pollack's doctor, pointed out that 
never before in Richmond had an 
iron lung patient had a baby. 

By now, Mrs. Pollack could stay 
out of the iron lung for several 
hours at a stretch, returning to 
sleep at night. Yet anaesthetics 
were out of the question. The pa- 
ralysis was so complete she could 
move only one arm. Could she 
weather a hard siege away from 
her breathing aid? 

The scheduled date was Janu- 
ary 17, midway in the 1954 March 
of Dimes. 

At 3 A. M., December 19, Mrs. 
Pollack knew, she'd never wait 
that long.

wholesale freezing of drying- 
prefer to wait until yolks are a 
deeper yellow because hens have 
green feed on the range. The deep- 
er colored yolks give color to 
commercially-made products. 

But the housewife should un- 
derstand that color is no guide | 
to ilitritive value. Today when \ 
most hens are fed scientific ra- ! 
tions, well-balanced in all im- 
portant nutrients including Vit- 
amin A. yolks generally are a rich 
source of this vitamin, whatever 
their shade of yellow. The vitamin 
A in the ration may be colorless 
or it may come from green feed. 

At this season when supplies of 
Grade AA or A eggs are so plenti- 
ful, the housewife should be espe- 
cially interested in their quality 
characteristics and cooking usc-e. 
Such eggs have a large proportion 
of thick white which stands up 
well around a firm, high yolk and 
they usually are delicate in flavor. 

Here is a delicious egg recipe! 

Top Hat souffle, which can be 
used as the main dish of a meal 
as a meat substitute. 

Ingredients — 1 cup grated 
cheese, 1 tablespoon butter, 2 
tablespoons flour, 1-2 cup milk, 
3 eggs, 1-3 teaspoon salt. Melt 



carefully with a spatula. Pour in- 
to an ungreased baking dish and 
bake 45 minutes at 300 degrees. 



To make a "top hat" on yotnr 
souffle, draw a line with a tea- 
spoon armmd the mature in the 
casserole one inch from the edige. 
This forms «^ crease wMch when 
baking makes a "Uxp hat". Serve 
souffle innnediately after baking. 
HINTS! 

Take from the refrigerator oo^. 
the number of eggs needed. 

The separation of yolks from 
whites is quicker and better if 
eggs are bought to about 80 degree. 
Remove eggs from refrigerator 
about 45 minute* btfore using. 

Eggs beat up fa^er to larger 
volume when brought to .room 
temperature. 

In combining hot mixtures and 
eggs as in custards, cream fOI- 
I ings. souffles, etc., pour the hot 
I mixture slowly mto the beaten 
' egg stiiTing or beating constantly. 
I Store left-over whites in a tight- 
ly covered Jar in the refrigerator. 
They may be held a week Ui 10 
, days. . 

I Store left-over yolks under wa- 
ter in a covered jar .in the re- 
frigerator. They may be held 2 or 
3 days. Or hard cook the yolks, 
and use in -salads, scalloped dishes, 
or sandwiches. 

Four to 6 whole eggs, 8 to 10 
egg whites or 12 to 14 egg yolks 
are equivalent to one standard 
measuring cup. 

Always serve egg dishes on 
warm plates.

Most significant increase in the 
fresh fruit and vegetable line this 
week was shown by green peppers 
and Oolden Delicious Apples, 
which increased 4c - lb. Cauli- 
flower dropped an average of 3c- 
head followed by a Ic-lb. average 
price reduction on pre-packaged 
carrots and tomatoes.
